All the houses on 
the thoroughfare woio ciitoi-imI with 
mourning uud exhibited tiaga with black 
drapery. At tbe atraat-eroaalag maativa 
pillars, draped with black and turmonnt- 
<'<! liy rriitalan oaglet bad been erected. 
'Itio liunp-potta were covered with 
<'i iiiM', mid at every fifty paces thero were 
iiir|.'o ( iiiidelabraa bearing flaming ores- 
>ct». The route of the funeral proceaalon 
preaented a moat iropoalngaapeol, entirely 
in keeping with tha deep lorrow and rev- 
ereneo of tbe people. The renter of the 
mad waa strewn with i;riiv,'l and flr 
brancbea. In I'arlaplatr, largo crape fes- 
toona, entwined with laurel, were hung. 
Tbo Brandenburg gala waa draped, and 
there Waa a large arch In front of it, upon 
which wore the worda, "Ood bless you." 
The funeral service took place in the Cathe- 
dral in Bccordanco with tho prugrnmnio. 
Bmperor Frederick waa not present, the 
woather being too aaTOre lo permit ot bit 
exposing himtolt. The procettlon to tho 
grave was In every way worthy of tbe or- 
i-a'-ioii. The military di.play wan iiiag- 
iiilleent, though aomber. Tbo oullro es- 
cort, oomprlting tha eli.ta ot tha army, woro 
dark overeoatt and mantlet, owing to the 
cxlrome cold. All tbe turroondlngi ot tbe 
funeral car were inveated with tiMamoity. 
At :i. 15 o'clock tbe remaint were roeelved 
nt tbo maaioleom by tbe patter of Cbarlot- 
teiiliurg and Chaplain Koogei. They read 
the prayer, "Bleated la tha man who re- 
Hi.toth temptation, "and the Ixird'a Prayer. 
The chaplain then riosod tho aolenin sor- 
vlee with the benediction. Tho members 
of tbe Imperial family and the other 
moumera then withdraw, the Oenoralt 
taking farewell ot their dead matter by 
placing their handt, at It in talute, upon 
hit coffln. A talvo ot artillery announced 
that tho ceremony wna ovor.

Ons of the Most Kzaeting Dalle* of < are- 
ful Hootewlves. 

But onr shirts are i ctidy. Unfold one 
and. with jerky shake or two, snap oil 
tlio rough particles of starch which may 
ndliel'p; iron dry n wi-ist-b;iml anil it'! 
sleeve, tlii'ii its fellow, oss.iy the ticek- 
band, uliieli must not be reliii<|iii'.lieil 
until pei'feelly dry, as the roiiiiiliii'^ of 
tho iiiM-k of tlie ;;,iriueiil mill i!" linislied 
look (iinwoni) can not be sceiircil witli- 
oiil this pains— some siiper-.sensiiive 
necks retpiire careful sinooiliiii^ of tbj 
inner stii-facc of the b,ind ai well; iron 
the yoke, noxt the fcoiit of tho shirt, 
and, after these, the bosom. Insen tlin 
bcsom-board, nnd draw the siiirl-froiil 
tightly over il; wipe with a clean, iLtnip 
cloth, and. holding it Urmly, iron dry 
and polish by much rubbing. During 
tho operatiou, however, and when 
partially dry, lift all the plaits, either 
irith the fingers or a very • blunt knifo, 
and then press down again. ThU re- 
veals t!io style of tho fi-onfs and dut-s 
not detract from its stiffness.
